Explains Santa Fe Case. 
5 to the Samta Fe case, Mr. Harmon 

The government had obtained an injunc- 
tion against the practice of rebating in which 
the Santa Fs railroad company was engaged. 
The interstate commerce commission report- 
ed that the railroad company had continued 
the practice in favor of the Colorado Fuel and 
Iron company, one of the most offensive 
trusts In the country. 

“As Paul Morton, then a member of Mr. 
Roosevelt's cabinet, had been the head of the 
traffic department ef the railroad during the 
period covered by the report, Mr. Roosevelt 
appointed two ocratic lawyers, F. N. 
Judson and myself, to investigate and report 
what course should be taken. After careful 
consideration and reading the evidence taken 
by the commission we advised that the in- 
junction had been violated, that the period 
of the offense had been two years, that the 
rebates amounted to more than $1,000,000, 
and that both in lew and in fact the officers

Wae therefore recommended that à rule 
be taken requiring these officers to show 
cause why they should not be punished for 
comtempt of the injunction.

Coming into Cleveland, Mr. Roosevelt 
jumped straight into his defense of New 
Nationalism.” 

Much alarm—some of ft sincere, some 
of it insincere—has been expressed about the 
new nationalem be said. ‘‘ The new na- 
tionalism really means nothing but the effi- 
cient application to new conditions of the old 
and fundamental moralities; in accordance 
with which our forefathers worked in the 
days when they founded this republic; in ac- 
cordance with which our fathers worked ip 
the days when they saved the republic. 

„We are trying to apply to the economic 
and social conditions of the twentieth cen- 
tury the doctrine which Abraham Lincoln 
enunciated fifty-one years ago, whén he said: 
‘Our opponents held the liberty of one man 
to be absolutely nothing when In conflict with 
another man’s right of property; we, on the 
contrary, are for both the man and the dol- 
lar; but in case of conflict, the man before 
the dollar.’

SAYS HE OVERWORKS MEN 


Hands Put In Thirteen Hours a 
Night and Are Underpaid, 
Is Charge Made. 


New York, Nov. 5.—John Mitchell. who as 
president of the United Mineworkére union 
directed the great anthracite strike of 1900- 
O2 and is now one & the vice presidente of the 
American Federation of Labor, issued 
through Republican state headquarters to- 
night an open letter attacking the labor rec- 
ord of John A. Dix, the Democratic candidate 
for governor.

Herr Sydow em- 
phasised that he was not acting offictaliy, 
but only asa joint mediator with Ambassador 
Hill in an endeavor to edjust the cizpute.

Power of Nobility Grows. 


A marriage and baptism made Jagielio, the 
Lithuanian prince, king of Poland and a 
Christian. Next came Grünwald. If there 
had been no Grünwald American money 
would not have built a monument in Cracow. 
The battle was fo t in 1410 near-Tannen- 
berg, in Prussia. The Teutonic knights had 
increased in power and had become danger: 
ous. With the pagans all converted, their 
dle hands were supplied with work. ‘They 
were defeated and their grand master killed 
The result of the battle brought Poles and 


’ Lithuanians into closer union, 


Jagiello's son, Ladislaus III., was elected 
king of Bohemia and Hungary. But nothing 
came of this; it was an unnatural union: 
Poland henceforth was to become more and 
more influenced by Russia. 

In a diet of 1505, cne of the most important 
in Polish history, the whole legisiative power 
passed into the hands of the nobility, which 
now, even more than before, came to con- 
stitute the whole*force of Poland. Poland 
was governed by an oligarchy.of nobles. She 
was worse off than eutocratic Russia. 

A fourth period of Polish history begins 
in 1572 and ends in 1793. The nobility hae 
become the nation; the King is only one of 
the political factors. The first interesting 
figure is Stephen Bathory, a Transylvanian 

prince, king for ten years. He did some seed 
for Poland. 


Cossacks Are Onxganized. 4 


Bathory organized the Cossacks— Little 
Russians, or Ruthenes of the Dnieper—six 
regiments, of a-thosand men éach. The term 
Cossack is derived from the Turkish word 
kazek, or robber. The vast steppes between 
Poland and Turkey were the home of ref- 
ugee Poles, Russians, Ruthenes, Tartara, 
and others. They had a kind of military gov- 
ernment of thelr own. Barthory oi gans 
them into frontier soldiers, to defend Poland 
from. marauding bands of Turks; Tarters, 
and Wallachians. Under a later Polish king 
they rebelled. 

In the reign of Sigismund III., Bathory's 
successor, in 1506, the so-called union of the 
Greek and Latin churches was effected. 
They sent delegates to Rome; they were wel- 
comed, ahd accepted the chief points of th - 
council] of Florence. Their followers today 
are the Uniates, or Greek Catholics, and their 
stronghold is among the Galician Ruthenes. 
The chief variance from Roman Catholicism 
is the use of the old Slavonic language in 
their ritual.

ed by a scarcity of cavalry. In cutting of 
the heads of the afistocracy France had 
deprived herself of those gallant cavaliers 
who had built up her A fame. 


The armies of the Tret republic were from 
the outset lamentably lacking in cavalry, and 
the disaster of Wurzburg in 1796 nearly an- 
nihilated the relatively few and sadly de- 
moralized equadrons that the nation had 
still managed to retain: Not only were effi- 
cient leaders wanting. but the men won a 
reputation for themselves as the worst riders 
of any army in Burope. During the early 
years of the republic the French levies were 
almost invariably heaten when confronted 
by Prussia's moun regiments, which had 
been hrought to a wonderful state of perfec- 
tion by Frederick the Great and by his cele- 
brated cavalry general, Von Seydlits, during 
the seven years’ war. 

When Napoleon assumed the direction of 
military affairs in France his first step was 
to endeavor to improve his cavairy and to 
create such a mounted force as would enable 
him to reap the fruits of his victories. Work- 
ing on German modele—indeed, on the lines 
set by Frederick the Great—he made great 
advances, and after the camp of Boulogne, 
which was established not so much for the 
invasion of England as for the putting into 
shape of his.cavalry, the latter, mounted for 
the most part on Germen and Italian horses, 
had developed into a useful force. To it he 
was mainly indebted for some of his most 
signal triumphs, notably Marengo and Aus- 
terlitz; and to the manner in which he em- 
ployed hie mounted scouts he owed the facil- 
ity with which he so often outmaneuvered 
and anticipated his enemies. The campaigns 
of 1806, 1806, and 1807 enabled hie cavairy 
ta sbsorb almost all the horses of the Aus- 
triar, and Prussian armies, and he, moreover, 
reinforced his mounted armjes by the excel- 
lent cavalry of the duchy of Warsaw and 
of the confederation of the Rhine. It waa, in- 
deed, by means of these enormous resourc:s 
of cavalry that Napoleon was able to win so 
many victories until — 


But the disastrous Resins campaign and 
the terrible retreat from Moscow, the horrors 
ot which surpassed anything that ever has 
been written on the subjett, virtually annt- 
hilated the neh cavalry; and as Napoleon 
had no time to reorganize it before he waz 
compelled again to take the field, some of 
his most decided successes tn 1813 proved 
fruitless. He himself remarked that had he 
possessed cavalry’ at the battles of Lutzen 
and Bautsen the war would then have beer 
brought to an end. Indeed, his final defeats 
largely were owing to his lack thereof.

To thoes who are familiar with the bulk of 
the Massenet compositions, Le Jongleur 
de Notre Dame, produced first in 1902, is 
the one requisite proof of the composer's 
versatility. Before its appearance every one 
Was aware that Massenet could handle 
themes of passionate and voluptuous love 
with a rare grace, but The Juggler in- 
volves an appreciation of the spirit of the 
medieval cloister. Yet this work, composed in 
a rapturous, mystic style of its own. ina vein 
altogether at variance with that upon which 
his original success was founded, has been 
recelved as favorably in Paris, Covent Gar- 
den, and varlous German cities as Manon " 
or any or the earlier works. 

The effusions of ardent love are herein dis- 
placed by the fervor of religious devotion, 
and, instead of the light setting of the ro- 
mantic opera, we have the subdued, mystic 
half light of the monastery. The story as 
originally penned by Anatole France, Etul 
de, Nacre,“ is one of the @sser classics of 
French literature, and the operatic version 
follows the plot closely. 

The prior of the abbey of Cluny persuades 
Jean. the Juggler, to give up his wandering, 
Hay- 
ing lived all his days in the hurry and bustle 
of fairs and public conmclaves, the poor acolyte 
is at first delighted with the péace and placi@- 
ity of his new career, but, being an honest 
fellow, he is oppressed by the consciousness 
that he is possesed of no particular craft or 
art by which he can show his piety or devo- 
tion. He sees all bis fellows painting, writ- 
ing on parchment, composing music, or copy- 
ing the classics, and the prior does not fail 
to impress upon him the vulgarity of the one 
trade which he has perfected—juggling.

Despair overtakes him, however, and he 

determines to test the acceptibility of his 


only accomplishment, so he steals into the 


monastery chapel. falls on his knees before 
the image of the Virgin, and proceeds to do 
the tricks with which he has sooften amused 
the merry throngs in public squares. While 
he is thus engaged the prior happens into 
the chapel, and is. transfixed with horror at 
this profanation of the chapel. He is about 
to reprimand Jean, when, to his wonderment, 
he sees the image asume vital hues and stir 
on its pedestal. Then, while the prior bows 
in awe, the Virgin stoeps to bless the poor 
devotee who had the courage to bring his 
humble attaiment for her honor. In the 
presence of sanctity the juggler is overcome 
and expires, which brings the opera to an end. 

While Massenet catches the spirit of the 
story In admirable fashion and embodies it 
in his music with workmanship, that is be- 
yond prais the melodic invention is not in 
any sense remarkable. The contrast be- 
tween Jean’s early. career and the monastic 
life which he later shares is brought out 
in striking fashion in the music of the open- 
ing scene and the scene in the monastic hall. 
The first is the village fair, flitingly giddy, 
flippant and gay, while the second act Is 
jugt as fittingly subdued, solemn and rich 
in quality. The best song of the opera, the 
„Legend of the Sagebush, Is sung by the 
convent cook in. this scene. Its merit lies in 
its medievalism and the simple charm of 
the melody. 

In the Chicago Opera's forthcoming pro- 
duction of this work Miss Garden wil} assume 
the role of The Juggler,” which was orig- 
inally assigned to the tenor.

There is nothing in tact, figures, or actual 
results to indicate. that there is now or ever 
was the great difference in the playing 
strength of the American and National 
leaguee which loyal adherents of these rivai 
organizations constantly are asserting there 
is. Claims of pronounced superiority for one 
league over the other cannot be substantiated 
and are based on arguments developed out of 
persona) bias, sentiment, or loyalty, what- 

ane chooses to call ft. 

a matter of cold, hard facts, based on 
the results of contests between the major 
leagues during the eight seasons since they 
stopped fighting each other and began to play’ 
interleague games, there is a sma!! margin in 
favor of the American league and always has 
been. But it is so slight, considering the 
period of time covered and the quantity: of 
games played, that it indicates: the two cir- 
cuits are evenely matched, taken as a whole, 
rather than any marked difference. 

Since the spring of 1908, when peace was 
assured, American and National e 
teams have been pitted against each other 
in 305 games, not including ties. This in- 
cludes all varieties of contests, from world's 
series batties to single exhibition games 
between teams on training trips. Of those 
865 games American league teams won 160 
and National Jeague teams 145. 


Fifteen. Game Margin Slight. 
That margin of fifteen games, covering a 
distanee almost as long as two full champlon- 
ship seasons, would represent only seven or 
eight games’ margin in a season. In either 
league that would be considered a fairly close 
race between first and second teams, much 
closer that the 1910 pennant races in either 
major league this year. 
The luck which cuts so much figure in a 
Single game or in a short series is bound to 
#ven up in the long run and can be computed

In that year the players were given sectional 
alleys, a poor building located à Jong distance 
from the center of the city, and a jumbied 
schedule, and to cap it all a warm wave hit 
the town that forced the players to shed their 
ordinary coats on the street. 


Conditions Are Ideal.

The Coliseum building is said to be 
away ahead of any building yet offered the 
congress for the alleys, besides being located 
in the virtual heart of the city, close to all 
lines of traneportation.

I Keeping House With a Chafing Dish. | 


AM one ofthe vast army of the employed. 
I have worked in Chicago's loop district 
for five years. For three years my sal- 
ary has been $10 a week, and I make that 
cover all expenses and save a little be- 


des. . 


Being domestic in my taste, perhaps be- 
cause I wes brought up in the country, I soon 
found that the usual boarding or lodging of 
the city girls was not at all satisfactory to 
me. Of course, I had to make every cent 
count, and finally I evolved a way that I 
have since reduced to a perfect working sys- 
tem 

First, y secured a medium sized room: 
steam heated and with running water, hot 
and cold. I was fortunate to find one with 
a large closet. For this I paid, and still 
pay, $3 a week. Before moving in I had a 
housekeeping room and she had to de con- 
sented to allow ane to use my chafing dish 
for making coffee, cooking eggs, and other. 
is was no “light 
housekeeping room and she had to be con- 
vinced that I was neatnesgs itself in the use 
of my “kitchen things.” I will say that in 
two and a half years she has made no com- 
piaint of my meals, and many times they 
have not been served to me alone But I have 
been fair with her anr no odor of cooking 
ever floats over my transom or lingers in 
the draperies of. my room.

Simple Arrangement of Dishes. 


The arrangement of my-diahes and kitchen 
supplies is simple. I have a box conbealed 


in the corner by the washetand; in this keep 


the salt, pepper, two mixing bowls, and a 
sharp knife, which really comprise all the 
cooking utensils, for the chafing dish and 5 
o'clock tea set in which I boil coffee are left 
in sight as ornaments.

In the meantime I have wasned the lettuce | 


and have sliced the remaining tomato for 
my salad. The little table has been set and 
it looks homelike and inv. ung with clean 
cloth and pretty dishes; The bread is cut, 
the butter in place, while fruit, crackers, and 
cheese, or for 8 tastes, cakes or pies 
could be at hand. 

Now I pour the coffee, set the steaming 
corn before my plate, and being hungry, help 
myself Mberally to the delicious steak. Steak, 
corn, bread and butter, coffee, salad, and 
dessert—plenty of wholesome food, andI seat 
myself with thorough enjoyment. 

Other menus are equally appetizing and 
easy. Frankfurters and potato salad with 
some green vegetable that does not require 
more than half an hour’s boiling.

Richard W. Sears’ right hand, with veins larger than 
in hie left hand, effers an excellent subject for identi- 
fication under Tamasela rules. A vein- at the right 
wrist joint divides in three leng. clear veins, one run- 
ning to the index knuckle, one to the gap between the 
index and middle finger, and the other to the knuckle 
gap between the middie and third Guger. Mr. Sears 
left hand shows a single 1 velp, one branch te 
the index knuchle and the other rising over the ten- 
don of the third Ginger and diving under that of 
the middle finger.

Temporary Bridge Much Used. 

Vor several years more than a 
venicies oi all kinds have passed over the 
head of the canal on a temporary 
bridge. This structure has safely carried all 
ol ine equipages that past north ard south 
on Sheridan drive.

Immense 
quantities of surface water have been 
drained into the channel. 
each end of a bridge have been constructed 
deep and wide concrete troughs. They éx- 


tend from the water's edge in the canal un

deen drained of

— 
Material Used for Bricks. 

Despite the fact that so much material has 
been dumped into the big park fill at the head 
of the canal and that there are great moun- 
tains piled up on either side of the diteh, 
hundreds of thousands of cubic yards have 
been shipped to many sections of the nited 
States in the shape of brick. Some of the 
largest brickmaking concerns in Chicago 
have converted the clay into building mate- 
rial. Brick made from this deposit removed 


from the ditch have been shipped by the car- | 
load, more properly speaking, by the train- | 


load. and the. work will be going on long 
after the boats begin to run up and doun 
the canal. In return for brick material the 
brick company donated mile of right of way 
and three-quarters mile of channel. 

The new channel cuts off one end of the 
famous Peterson's woods which our park 
enthuelasts long have hoped to convert into 
a park for the use of the people. Many of 
the big trees had to be cut down or taken up 
by the roots, but the great virgin forest still 
has a big frontage on the east side of the 
canal, and boat people soon may have the 
unique experience of beating through one 


of the grandest retreats of Chicago's out- 
skirts. : : | 


Sooner or later there will be a wide drive- 
way along this link of Chicago's drainage 
system. It will lead off from the outer park 
creation and pass throvgh an elongated 
hive of: industry.slmostsgre tostretch itself 
along this newly. created water front of the 
north side.

An ancient form of inclan.a:rt. was revived 
in Chicago during the rubber tired cam- 


paign. Certainly every one has heard of the 
Alaskan totem le. There are several 
examples at the Field museum. Billposters 
tor various candidates. in their seal for 
spreading the classic, retrousse, or pudgy fea- 
tutes. of their employers, selected the loop 
district trolley poles for a ng placards. 
ihe first dillposters in the field placed the 
pictures at a level with the eye on the poles, 
and late distributers had to seek higher, 
until stepladders were necessary. The totem 
pole effect was enhanced by the fact that 
many of the pictured candidates possess a 
style of beauty not unlike the bears, wolves, 
and antediluviapn mammals sculptured by 
Alaskan artists of the harpoon era.
